A Chicago startup wants to bring convenience, 
safety and spark to the bedroom, offering a 
monthly subscription of items to enhance sexy 
playtime. 

CupidQuiver, which launched in April as 
a condom delivery subscription service, 
is expanding into sexual enhance- 
ment items such as flavored lu- 
bricants, sexy card games and 
toys. 

The subscription boxes, 
which will cost $25 to $35 
a month, are planned to 
hit the market by August. A 
feminine hygiene offering is 
planned as well, said co-found- 
er and President Todd Harris. 

“We want to become the Amazon 
for all the unmentionables,” said Harris, who’s 
now based out of Kansas City Mo. 

The move to adult toys and games puts the 
company in a $15 billion market, according 
to Statistic Brain. Amazon has about 60,000 
adult items in stock, according the service. 

Harris said he and partners Chris Hemzacek, 
35, and James Parrelly 31, hit on the idea during 
a bachelor party for Parrelly in June 2015, and 
have since invested $30,000 into the venture. 



The condom delivery service sells ID brand 
condoms exclusively and provides tips on sex 
positions and interacting (asking for sexual fa- 
vors, suggestions for role play). 

Customers choose the type and number 
of condoms (from one a month to a package 
of 10 with lubricant). They’re shipped from a 
warehouse in Chicago’s Old Irving Park 
neighborhood. 

The team flgured the services 
would be welcome by those em- 
barrassed to buy condoms in 
public, leading to safer sex and 
fewer unplanned pregnancies. 
“We all had this personal 
feeling,” Harris said. “We always 
wanted to provide a level of ser- 
vice that does some level of good.”

A black woman held a sign that read, “I hope I 
cluii’t get killed for being black.” On the other 
E-ide of the crowd, a white woman held a sign that 
rc-id, “White Silence Equals Consent.” 

Dymeasha Gilleylen-Echols, 25, who attended 
tllL sit-in, march and the demonstration outside 
ctic federal building, said she was impressed by 
tliu diversity of the crowd. 

"■It just shows that everybody in the world isn’t 
r.icist. Whites, blacks and Latinos want to come 
together and that’s beautiful to see,” she said. “This 
bi my first time here but it won’t be my last time.” 

After the rally several hundred demonstrators 
fcouk to the streets, carrying signs and chanting 
bi’ lore ending up back at Millennium Park. 

Police said one person was arrested during 
the protest, but the charge was not immediately 
known.

“Mr. Robot” shouldn’t 
have been one of TV’s 
biggest success stories 
last year. Before an 
almost universally ac- 
claimed first season, 
the gritty cyber- 
thriller looked like it 
had all the ingredients 
of something that 
should totally fail. 

For one, it aired 
during the summer, 
TV’s typical dead- 
zone, on USA, a channel known mostly for 
silly but still-watchable fare like “Suits” and 
“Royal Pains.” Its main character is a hacker 
(something pop culture has never really 
nailed) who makes liberal use of voiceover and 
is involved in a shadowy hacker group called, 
wait for it, “fsociety” Fortunately whatever 
initial (and valid) concerns about “Mr. Robot” 
were thankfully and totally premature by the 
end of its first episode. 

Smartly written by showrunner Sam Esmail, 
who gracefully and frequently uses clear 
inspirations from “Fight Club,” “The Matrix” 
and several other easily identifiable films 
and TV shows, “Mr. Robot” follows 
Elliot Alderson (Rami Malek), 
a brilliant hacker troubled by a 
variety of mental illnesses. In 
the pilot, Elliot, whose day job 
is as a cybersecurity technician, 
meets a mysterious figure who calls 
himself Mr. Robot (Christian Slater) 
and quickly becomes involved with his 
hacker plot to bring down E Corp, a fictional 
big corporation not unlike Google or Chase 
that’s unsubtly called “Evil Corp” throughout 
the show Bringing down Evil Corp would 
effectively erase the debt of most Americans, 
including Alderson’s childhood friend Angela 
(Portia Doubleday), who’s buried in student 
loans. 

What foUows for the rest of that bon- 
kers season are lo episodes of impeccably 
executed and well-directed television that 
falls right in the Zeitgeist of post-Occupy 
Wall Street politics and Anonymous-inspired 
internet paranoia. Malek’s EUiot guides the 
audience as an unreliable narrator, speaking 
to the voices in his head via voiceover (which 
works incredibly throughout), making the 
viewer dissect every plot point to determine 
what’s real and what isn’t. 

Along with inspired performances from 
Malek as well as Doubleday and Slater 
(undoubtedly his best role in years) come 
equally brilliant turns from Carly Chaikin 
as Darlene, a chain-smoking fellow hacker, 
and Martin Wallstrom, who clearly watched 


‘American Psycho” as inspiration for his rich- 
guy pseudo-villain T^eUWellick. By end of 
Season i — SPOILERS —EUiot carries out the 
fsociety hack, causing rippling shockwaves 
throughout the global economy and finds that 
Slater’s Mr. Robot has been a Tyler Durden- 
esque haUucination of his dead father. 

Now that “Mr. Robot” is returning for a 
second season (airing Wednesdays at 9 p.m. 
on USA), it succeeds in keeping the bUster- 
ing pace and high-stakes momentum that its 
first act set. With its cast reeUng from the 
fsociety hack, the show is now concerned 
with how the characters deal with the fallout. 
EUiot, stiU plagued by visions of Mr. Robot 
and the voices in his head, is living at home 
with his mother without a computer or Wi-Fi 
and spends his days with a mundane routine, 
which basicaUy consists of journaling, sleeping 
and eating meals with his “Seinfeld”-obsessed 
friend Leon (new cast addition Joey Badass). 
Darlene is carrying on fsociet/s mission, 
leading a group of hackers and breaking into 
houses of E Corp officials while E Corp and 
the American economy are in disarray T^reU, 
who last we saw in Season i had helped carry 
out the fsociety hack, is nowhere to be found. 
(A competently voice actor-dubbed 

President Obama is seen blaming him 
for the attack during a State of the 
Union address). 

Though it’s StiU a mystery where 
the show wUl go throughout the 
full season, the Season 2 premiere 
expertly appeals to both the fans 
who appreciate a fuUy formed artistic 
vehicle and the obsessives who want less 
of a show and more of a puzzle than can be 
solved through detaU and Easter egg-oriented 
theories. There’s an incredibly directed open- 
ing sequence that detaUs ElUot’s newfound 
regimented life trying to get away from his 
past as a hacker, as well as a horror film- 
inspired scene of a “smart house” system gone 
sinisterly awry that evokes Stanley Kubrick. 
The way it’s purposefuUy shot will undoubt- 
edly cause fans to speculate what else is a 
figment of EUiot’s imagination. Hell, it could 
be everything. 

Because only the first part of its two-hour 
season premiere was made avaUable to RedEye, 
it’s unclear whether the show wiU maintain its 
momentum to avoid a disappointing sopho- 
more run. However, with showrunner EsmaU 
directing and writing aU 10 episodes of this sea- 
son, the unrelentingly tense and gritty mood 
that made it one of last year’s best dramas wiU 
undoubtedly continue. No show taps into the 
financial and poUtical insanity of 2016 better 
than “Mr. Robot,” and with Malek’s Emmy- 
worthy turn as the intensely brooding EUiot, 
there’s not a more thrilling character on TV

Pokemon Go exploded over the 
weekend, becoming the world’s most 
popular mobile game almost literally 
overnight. But the app doesn’t come 
with many instructions. It’s basically 
up to you to figure out how to play 


Fortunately, none of us are playing in a 
vacuum: There are already dozens of local- 
ized subreddits, themed Facebook groups 
in every imaginable language and country, 
and workplace Pokemon Go Slack chan- 
nels— well, at The Washington Post, at 
least. The denizens of our #pokemorL_go 
channel have been playing and posting 
obsessively since the game came out last 
week. So we polled them on their top tips 
and ended up with the following. 


Finding Pokemon 

» The floating leaves that appear as you 
walk around mean that Pokemon are in 
that vicinity and that you may encoun- 
ter some if you head over there. 

» The tracker in the bottom right corner 
tells you how close nearby Pokemon 
are— each footprint is approximately 
lOO meters. Keep an eye on this as you 
walk to see if the footprints increase or 
decrease. If they decrease, you’re going 
in the right direction. 

» You can find pretty much every type 
of Pokemon everywhere, but they do 
tend to be densely populated in their 
own “habitats”— e.g. water Pokemon 
near ponds, lakes, rivers, etc. Suppos- 
edly, fire Pokemon congregate near 
gas stations. 

» Incense and lures both attract 
Pokemon to you: The difference is 
that a lure is attached to a Pokestop 
and can be used by players near 
you, while an incense follows your 
location and can’t be shared. Both 
can be purchased in the shop or 
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gained through level-ups. 

»Take the bus to hit a ton of Pokestops. 

Catching Pok^mon 

» Turn the AR slider off when trying to catch 
Pokemon. It makes it easier because you 
don’t have to move your phone around to 
“find” the Pokemon: A generic screen will 
show up instead, and you only have to focus 
on throwing the ball. 

» Pokemon are easier to catch if you wait until 
the colored circle is smallest. 

» The colored circles have different mean- 
ings, too: Yellow and red indicate that Poke- 
mon are harder to catch, and green indicates 
they’re easier. 

» You can put spin on a Pokeball before you 
toss it by dragging it in circles. 

» Once you catch a Pokemon, don’t move 
your camera, because it freezes the game 
and you have to restart. Noob mistake on 
my end. 

Training and evolving your 
Pokdmon 

» Be aware of your Pokemon CP, or combat 
power— it expresses how likely that Poke- 
mon is to win in a fight. Y)u can arrange 
your Pokemon display by CP so you can see 
who’s the strongest at any given time. 

» You need candy and stardust to train Poke- 
mon. Stardust can upgrade any Pokemon; 
candies are specific to individual types. You 
can trade in Pokemon for candy of that 
type, so capture them all, even if you have 
duplicates. 

» When you have extra Pokemon, you have 
the choice to keep them (which doesn’t re- 
ally do anything) or “transfer” them to hot 
Professor Willow Willow will then give 
you one “candy” for that type of Pokemon, 


which you need (along with stardust) to feed 
to the Pokemon to upgrade them, or evolve 
them. It doesn’t matter how strong that 
Pokemon is, you just get a single candy So 
when you get new candy feed it to the high- 
est CP Pokemon— there’s no point spread- 
ing it around. 

» You should power-up your Pokemon be- 
fore you evolve them. You don’t want to get 
stuck investing in a Pokemon who evolves 
to have a bad moveset. 

» You might also want to wait until Level 9 to 
evolve your Pokemon. Once you hit Level 9, 
you’ll get something called a Lucky Egg, 
which gives you double experience points 
and evolves all your Pokemon like crazy 

Hacking lures 

» If you enjoy meeting new people and mak- 
ing new friends, start a lure module at a 
Pokestop! 

» If you pop a lure at a Pokestop, Pokemon 
will just show up there as opposed to you 
having to walk around. So yeah, lures are ba- 
sically people here at work wanting to catch 
Pokemon while they’re stuck here. 

» Work in an office where there are enough 
nerds to coordinate a lure placement sched- 
ule. 

Preventing battery and data 
drain 

» You can enable Battery Saver mode in the 
settings. Once it’s on, hold your phone fac- 
ing down while you’re walking. It turns off 
your screen and slows down GPS refresh, 
but it still vibrates when a Pokemon ap- 
pears. 

» Turning off AR can also save battery a bit. 
But it’ll be less fun. 

» Stay on Wi-Fi as much as possible.
